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PREFACE 


This is the first Alumni Record ever published for the gradu- 
ates of the Lime Springs High School. In fact, comparatively few 
High Schools of any size print such a Directory. 

\ The idea originated with Attorney Henry Somsen of New Ulm, 
Minn. He is the sponsor of this Register. He met with the Alumni 
of the Lime Springs school on Tuesday evening, April 16, 1940. 
There it was decided to send out questionnaires to all graduates, in 
order to get their histories. The compiler was authorized to ap- 
point a committee to help him with these questionnaires. He ap- 
pointed Henry Somsen; Dr. Everton Jones of Sioux City, Iowa; 
Dr. Kennard Jones of Detroit, Mich., Mayor Paul Nagel of Cresco, 
and the following from Lime Springs—Belle Pettit, Gordon Willi- 
ams, Mrs. Evan Parry, Mrs. Gladys Larson, Loren Johnson, Mrs. 
John R. Jones, Alice Buchanan, Nellie Johnson, Laura Bolich, and 
Virginia Ruesink. It was also decided that, as far as possible, the 
history of former Lime Springs teachers should be secured, 

Dr. Everton Jones prepared and paid for the printing of the 
alumni questionnaires, and his brother Dr. Kennard Jones assisted 
with the postage expense. Henry Somsen prepared the question- 
naires for teachers, and paid for them. He has constantly been in 
correspondence with the compiler, offering helpful suggestions and 
ideas. 


We wish also to acknowledge the assistance of Gordon Williams . 
in helping the compiler in checking over the contents of the Reg- 
ister, and to thank Loren Johnson and Virginia Ruesink for offer- 
ine to distribute the Register after it is printed. 

To the compiler, the work has been pleasant, even if it meant 
the writing of 250 or more letters. Part of his reward has been the 
fine letters received from old schoolmates, old teachers, and later 
day pupils at Lime Springs. It was easy to sce from many of these 
letters that Lime Springs has still a very warm spot in their hearts. 
These letters will be kept and cherished by the compiler. 

Any Alumni Record must inevitably be somewhat inaccurate, 
and errors must be overlooked. Some facts about nearly all of the 
graduates have been found. Some early Lime Springs history, and 
a few pictures of teachers and others have been included. Because 
of the great expense and the difficulty that would result in selec- 
tion, it was decided not to print any pictures of the alumni, and of 
only a few teachers. All pictures sent in, however, will be securely 
kept in a fireproof vault in the Lime Springs Exchange State Bank, 
along with the questionnaires. Loren Johnson will be custodian of 
these. 

We are sure this Alumni Record will make especially interest- 
ing reading to those who have been out of school any great length. 
of time. They will be able to locate former schoolmates, and 
teachers, and learn of their histories through the years. We feel 
also that they are going to be surprised and greatly pleased with 
the record of the Lime Springs Alumni as a whole. 

The colors of the cover are purple and gold. They have been 
the official school colors since 1913 and were also the class colors 
of the class of 1913.

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The 50th Anniversary and Alumni Re-Union Held at 
Lime Springs, May 27th to 30th, 1939 


This is written for the benefit of Alumni from away who did 
not attend this Re-Union. 


In all, six programs were given. All excepting the last were 
held in a large tent on the school-ground. 


The local committees had been planning and doing good work 
for over a year. The work was done by six committees, of which 
Gordon Williams was chairman-at-large. Jessie Taraldson was 
chairman of the program committee; Belle Pettit of the publicity 
committee; Ed. Evans of the tent committee; Geneva Garrison of 
the entertainment committee; Emryn Williams of the finance com- 
mittee, and Effie Evans of the antique committee. The corre- 
spondence and secretary work was done by Mrs. Elizabeth Owen 
and Mrs. Nettie Parry. Everything went off like clock-work, prov- 
ing that plans had been carefully laid. 

The first program was on Saturday night. Despite a rainy 
evening, the tent was full. Interest was intense from start to finish 
as we had an exceedingly able chairman, Mayor Paul Nagel of 
Cresco, of the class of 1913. 


After a splendid concert ‘by the High School band and led by 
Supt. Hendrickson, Gordon Williams gave the address of Welcome. 
The response was given by Margaret Roberts:Behrens of Minneap- 
olis, class of 1907. Lucile Elwood, class of 1918, who in summer is 
a community song leader in Des Moines parks, twice led the audi- 
ence with lively community songs. All took part whole-heartedly. 

Vocai music was furnished by Elizabeth and Catherine Hughes, 
daughters of Rev. Thos. S. Hughes of Oxford, Neb., who as a young 
man attended High School in Lime Springs. Three Alumni mem- 
bers gave very pleasant talks—Rev. Madge Van Leuvan Smith of 
Indianapolis; Lyman Carpenter of Chicago; and Evan O. Williams 
of Des Moines, coach at Drake University. 

Mrs. Gladys Laison of Lime Springs gave a very comical Nor- 
wegian dialect reading. Mr. and Mrs. Loren Johnson in costume, 
sang “O Dot Vas Fine.’”’ They were re-called. The Ben Davis fam- 
ily sang a fine quartet number, and the band’s best cornetist War- 
ren Jones played as a solo ‘My Little Gypsy Sweetheart”. 

On Sunday morning a union service was held. Rev. Joseph 
Yates of Lime Springs presided. Music was furnished by a mixed 
chorus from the churches, Wendell Vander Bie, an alumnus, being . 
in charge. Miss Dorothy Rowles, then in charge of vocal music in 
the school, sang a solo, as did also Mrs. W. W. Thomas of Lime 
Springs. Sermonettes were given by Madge Van Leuven Smith, the 
special speaker of the morning, and by Rev. Wm. 8. Harries of Des 
Moines, and Rev. Thomas S. Hughes. 

The Sunday evening meeting was the baccalaureate service. 
The chairman was Supt. Thomas R. Roberts of Decorah of the 
class of 1901. The sermon was preached by Rev. Robert O..Thomas 
of Dodge City, Kansas, and a member of the class of 1900. He gave 
a very pleasing discourse, basing his thoughts on the question, 
“What's In A Name?” Thomas E. Price led the union choir that 
evening with more of the splendid singing for which Lime Springs 
has always been noted. 

A cafeteria community dinner was served Monday noon at the 
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Presbyterian church basement by Geneva Garrison and her alumni 
committee. There alumni members and former residents spent two 
pleasant hours in visiting. 


At 2 P. M. there was another general program at the tent, with 
Rev. Wm. S. Harries of Des Moines in charge. At this program, 
Osey Kerr of the class of 1925, and for 12 years superintendent at 
Dallas, Iowa, spoke in behalf of the men graduates. Mrs. Katherine 
Parry Crum of Spring Vailey, Minn., and a member of the class of 
1904, spoke in behalf of the lady graduates. Solos were sung by 
Wm. Cray of the graduating class, and by Supt. Hendrickson. <A 
Dakota chorus in charge of Eva Ober Crockett sang. Wm. H. Dav- 
is of Chicago, class of 1891, gave a talk. Old timers gave remin- 
iscences. The main speaker of the afternoon was attorney Elmer. 
Johnson of Cedar Rapids—an old Howard county boy. He spoke 
of the influence of the Rural Schools of his day. The band had 
opened the meeting with another fine concert. 


The Monday evening meeting was the climax of the Re-Union. 
With the graduating class leading the procession, 210 alumni walked 
two abreast (Henry Somsen and Wm. H. Davis being the first two). 
They marched from the new Presbyterian Church to the tent, and to 
seats reserved for them in the front. Anna Mae Davis, class of 
1923, played the Processional. Supt. Hendrickson presided. Splen- 
did addresses were given by Harriett Vander Bie, salutatorian, and 
by Betty Fish, valedictorian. Joshua R. Williams gave a 15-minute 
talk on the history of alumni members. A very pleasing trio num- 
ber was furnished by Mr. and Mrs. Wendell Vander Bie and Miss 
Rowles. 


The Commencement Address of the evening was given by At- 
torney Henry N. Somsen of New Ulm, Minn., who just 50 years 
before had graduated in the first High School class at Lime 
Springs. His theme was ‘‘Over the Mountain Top.’ He spoke as an 
elder brother to tke class, telling of experiences in life which would 
be of help to them. It encouraged the class to think that each of 
them had an important niche in life to fill. 

L. E. A. Ling of Waterloo, Iowa (now 86 years old) was an hon- 
ored guest on the platform that night. Just 50 years from that 
time, Mr. Somsen had graduated under him in our first class. Mr. 
Ling spoke briefly of the great pleasure it was for him to be pres- 
ent on that memorable occasion. ' 

The three ranking members of the 1939 class, Betty Fish, Har- 
riett Vander Bie and Madeline Freel, were appointed as a commit- 
tee to see that special Re-Unions of the Alumni are held on the 
75th and 100th anniversaries. 


700 or more attended this service. A loud-speaking system was 
furnished by Del Larson, the furniture man at Lime Springs. 

The Re-Union ended with splendid services on Memorial Day 
in Pleasant Hill cemetery. Gordon Williams, a Legionnaire alum- 
nus, presided, and attorney D. L. Grannis of St. Paul (superintend- 
ent at Lime Springs 1897 to 1901) dclivered an inspiring address. 

Over half.of the alumni attended these programs. One had 
come from Tacoma, Wash. The universal feeling was that a splen- 
did and helpful time had been had during the four days. Now, two 
years later, the inspiration received then, is still warm and enduring. 

This brief summary is given so as to encourage other alumni 
and former residents to attend another Re-Union when it is held. 
Henry Somsen has promised to have a movie camera at our next 
Re-Union, to take a Moving Picture of our Alumni Processional.

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The Craig Academy in the Old Town and 
Its Founder, Rev. Adam Craig 


Higher education in the Independent School District of Lime 
Springs began with the Craig Academy in the Old Town. Its 
founder was Rev. Craig, who was sent west by the Board of Home 
Missions of the Presbyterian church. He visited his friend Rev. 
Sheldon Jackson, who had his headquarters at La Crescent, Minn. 
With a horse and buggy, the two visited southern Minnesota and 
northern Iowa. Three counties were chosen as the field for Rev. 
Craig, Howard county being one of them. Sheldon Jackson had 
known Rey. Craig in the east, and he desired that Rev. Craig alsa 
come out west. This Sheldon Jackson later became the pioneer 
missionary to Alaska, and was the one who introduced the reindeer 
into Alaska. Eleancr Craig (ater Mrs. 
George Drake) and her sister Grace 
attended the Rcchester, Minn., Insti- 
tute for Ladies in 1867, and lived in 
the Sheldon Jackson home while stu- 
dents there. 

Rev. Craig’s first western home was 
in the village of Foreston, but he soon 
moved to the Old Town of Lime 
Springs. He was pastor of the Presby- 
terian organizations at Lime Springs, 
Chester, and Le Roy, Minn., and of a 
church at Scotch Grove, 8 miles north- 
east of Harmony, Minn. He rode on 
horseback to make his appointments. 

In 1862 Rev. Craig decided to build 
an Academy at the Old Town. He was 
well equipped to head such an institu- 
tion as he was a graduate of Union 
College, Schnectady, New York, and 
also of Princeton Theological Seminary. 
He spoke fluently a number of languages, French being one. While 
at Princeton Seminary, he was the librarian. He was ordained a 
Presbyterian minister Oct. 3, 1843, and was right at home in that 
church as he was of Scotch-Irish ancestry. He had accomplished 
all this in spite of the fact that he had been left an orphan at an 
early age. He was principal of the Female Collegiate Institute at 
Milford, Delaware, from 1857 to 1859. 


Tne Academy in the Old Town was located where Merrit .Foote 
lived, and that 3-story house where Merrit Foote lived was Rev. 
Craig’s home. The lumber for the Academy had to be hauled from 
McGregor—80 miles away, as that was 5 years before the railroad 
arrived. The round trip for the lumber took a week. Such a round 
trip now can easily be made in a day with a truck, and a load each 
way. One of the carpenters who built the Academy was the father 
of the late Wesley Johnson of Lime Springs. The building had an 
assembly and two rooms below, and a main room and one recita- 
tion room above. Besides being used for a school, it was used for 
a church on Sundays. The Mcthodists and Baptists used it as well 
as the Presbyterians. Rev. C. E. Brown (father of Wm. C. Brown) 
was the Baptist minister, and Rev. Cameron was M, E. minister, 

The Academy took the place of a High School to a certain

extent. Prof. F. C. Ensign, historian of the State University of 
Towa, said it was one of the prominent highcr institutions of learn- 
ing in northeastern Iowa for 8 years. Among the subjects taught 
were Latin and French. Mrs. Dr. Henry Stalker taught penman- 
ship there at a night school. She had been a teacher in Ripon 
(Wis.) College. Her husband was a brother of Mrs. Gene Marsh. 


The tuition was $3 for a term of 12 weeks. Outside pupils 
boarded around. The population of the Old Town then was from 
200 to 300. The unbeatable McGuffey Readers were used, and 
Ray’s arithmetic. Slates were used in place of paper tablets. They 
made wonderful use of the blackboards. They had fine writing 
desks. The building was heated by stoves. Baseball was a leading 
game. 


A lot of attention was paid to public speaking. The young men 
had to commit to memory such speeches as those of Patrick Henry 
and Daniel Webster. They had to be delivered four or five times 
before the student was deemed ready to memorize another. They 
did a lot of debating on Friday afternoons, and they also had dia- 
logues. Spelling matches were great pastimes, and Grace Craiz 
‘Mrs. Stork) was among the best spellers. Many of the pupils 
afterwards became teachers. At the school many things not laid 
down in books were taught—incentives to self-improvement, and 
ambition to lead to useful lives. 


A paper, “The Students’ Portfolio” was maintained by the 
pupils. Compositions written by the pupils were corrected by Rev. 
Craig for errors in grammar and spelling. Then they were “print- 
ed” in the “Portfolio.” 


Thirty or more pupils were enrolled. Among these was H. ye 
Reed (ater U. S. District Judge in northern Iowa), father of Carl 
Reed now a member of the Iowa Commerce Commission, and 
erandfather of Henry Reed of Cresco, present county attorney. 
H. T. Reed was a brother also of J. W. Reed, a pioneer doctor of 
Lime Springs and acting county superintendent in the early days. 
Two of the children of Dr. Reed, George and Ruth (Mrs. Heath) 
were also pupils in the Academy. 


Three later editors were among the students, John Taylor, 
Henry Clay Van Leuvan and a Mr. Milroy. Wm. C. Brown, later 
president of the New York Central R. R. was a special student 
there for a while. Evan H. Jones, father of Hugh E. Jones, studied 
Latin at nights with Rev. Craig. Mr. Jones had a store in the Old 
Town. 


Other students were Frecling Van Leuvan, Alfred and Alice 
(Van Leuvan) Knowlton, C. P. and Mary (Prentiss) Nash, Mrs. 
G. G. Thomas and her brother Rev. Daniel Williams, Mrs. Claudia 
Price, Mrs. Robert W. Hughes (who boarded at Rev. Craig’s home), 
Norman and Joseph Craig (sons cf Rev. Craig) both of whom be- 
came doctors: Mrs. W. K. Barker, mother of Lloyd Barker of 
Cresco: John and Perry Nichols (uncles of Ernest Anderson, the 
inventor of the machine to make bread wrappers); Mrs. Edw. 
Anderson, later of Minneapolis; Danic] Cook, later a Methodist 
presiding elder; Henry Fuller; Hattic Taylor, who became the wife 
of Roy Fuller; Ella and Jeonie Edmunds (Ella Edmunds was the 
first wife of John Turner, who still lives in Chester) ; Lottie Preston 
who later became Mrs. James Irvine; Miss, Eggleston; Miss Mitch- 
encr: Martha Brown (aunt of the late Wm. Armstrens),; Will Dan- 
icls (a2 mining cygineer); the Chesbros and others, 
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The Academy was sold in 1870 to the School District and 
moved up to the new town of Lime Springs where it became the 
public school for about ten years or more. It was located where 
Wm. Miller has brick house now. That was 3 years after the rail- 
road reached here. Regular seats were placed in the building, and 
it was used until a 3-rcom brick building was built where the pres- 
ent school now stands. It later became a furniture store. It was 
burned in one of the fires which Lime Springs has had. 


Rev. Craig and his two daughters Eleanor and Grace taught 
in Lime Springs the first year the building was in the new town, 
and helped to get it started. Eleanor Craig had charge of the 
upper room where the enrollment was 37. One of the pupils, Lois 
Townsend, was 20 years olc. Three were 19. Among the pupils 
also was Ella Hewitt, who later became Mrs. Wm. C. Brown; 
Florence Frisbie, now Mrs. John F. Moore was one of the pupils in 
the lower room. 


Rev. Craig continued to live in the Old Town for many years. 
A few years before his death, he moved with the George Drake 
family to Hopkinton, Iowa, where the Drake children attended 
Lenox College. 


He was buried there on Jan. 1st, 1901, or the first day of this 
century. He died Dec. 29th, 1900, at Volga City, Iowa. He was 92 
years old.

A. R. Johnson. Born in Fon du Lac, Wisconsin, March 12, 1871. 
Moved to Lime Springs when a very young child. Educated at 
Lime Springs, and quit school a few months before he was to 
graduate in the first High School class—the class of 1889, be- 
cause he was offered the assistant-postmastership under Sam 
Hall. Later he learned the saddlery trade with his father, and 
has been in the same business and on the same lot ever since. 
In 1897, he took his father’s place as secretary of the School- 
Board and has held the position ever since—44 years—possibly 
a state record. His father had been secretary for about 20 years 
before him. He married Gussie Henderson (deceased), mother 
of Loren and Pauline Johnson. His second marriage was to 
Anna Nagel (deceased), the mother of Mildred, Alta, Helen and 
Jean Johnson. Mr. Johnson has had a child in the Lime © 
Springs school continuously since 1902, or 40 years up to 1942 
when Jean graduates. At that time, all of his six children will 
be alumni of the Lime Springs High School—equalling the record 
of the John A. Johnson family, as the largest complete family 

to graduate at Lime Springs. His third marriage was to Mabel 
Hewett Roberts on Sept. 23, 1933. 
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Hon. William C. Brown 


The greatest man that Lime Springs or Howard County has 
produced was Wm. C. Brown, who rose from being a section hand 
and a wooder, to be president of the New York Central Railroad— 
one of the two finest railroad systems in the U. S. His name ap- 
peared in ‘‘Who’s Who in America’’. 


He was born July 29, 1853, in Norway, Herkimer county, New 
York, of Scotch-Irish ancestry, the line being traced back to Wil- 
liam Brown who came from England in 1686. This Wm. Brown 
was later judge of the colonial court and a military officer, His 
son, Captain John Brown, served as a soldier in the French and 
Indian War, commanding a company in the Louisberg expedition 
in 1745. His son, Parley Brown, was one of the farmers who re- 
sponded to the call of Paul Revere on his famous night ride of 
April 18, 1775. He was in the fight at Lexington, and took part in 
the Battle of Bunker Hill. At that 
battle he carried his badly wounded 
brother, John, from the field. Later 
with the American army under com- 
mand of George Washington, Parley 
Brown was killed in the battle of White 
Piains, N: Y.,.on: Oct. 28; 1776, 


Parley Brown was the great-great- 
grandfather of Wm. C. Brown. 


The father of Wm. C. Brown was 
Rev. Charles E. Brown, a Baptist min- 
ister. In 1857, he and his family 
moved from New York State to Iowa, 
where he was a Baptist missionary, 
preaching for years in log cabins, or- 
ganizing churches, and making long 
journeys across trackless prairies. His | 
first home in Howard county was at 
Vernon Springs. He organized a Bap- Wm. C. Brown 
tist church there and at Lime Springs. He was also deeply inter- 
ested in the public schools and was the first superintendent of 
schools in Howard County. He also taught in Vernon Springs. In 
the late 70’s, he was elected to the state legislature. He was an 
uncompromising foe of the liquor traffic, and the compiler remem- 
bers him making an earnest and winning plea before the city coun- 
cil of Lime Springs against the sale of liquor, when we were only 
11 years old. At that time he was living retired in Lime Springs 
and was our next door neighbor. 


The family lived for a short time at Thompson, Il., and there 
Wm. C. Brown worked for a while with a shovel as a section-hand. 
There also he began the study of telegraphy. A year later they 
moved to Lime Springs and Wm. C. continued his studies in the 
telegraph office at Lime Springs. He soon secured his first position 
“2s an operator. A year later or in 1871 he was made night operator 
in the train dispatcher’s office in Minneapolis. In 1872 he was 
made train dispatcher of the Illinois Central at Waterloo. While 
there, he returned to Lime Springs and on June 3rd, 1874, he was 
married to Mary Ella Hewitt, whose home in the Old Town was 
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where Robert Evans now lives. Upon the green in that yard: the 
two had played together as youngsters. 


He secured the position as train dispatcher with the Chicago, 
Burlington and Quincy, with which road he. remained 26 years, 
being promoted from one position to another. On Jan. lst, 1896, 
he became manager of the system east of the Missouri river, Pro- 
motions continued. On March Ist, 1902, he became Vice-president 
of the New York Central Railroad. On Feb. Ist, 1909, he became 
President of the New York Central R. R., comprising 12000 miles 
of important railroad from New York to Chicago, and from Mon- 
treal, Canada, south to Cairo, Ill. While he was president, the New 
Cork City terminal for that company was re-made and modernized. 
The railroad was also electrified in and around New York City, 
The Board of Directors declared that the business of the system 
had doubled in revenue and tonnage while he was president. He 
resigned in 1913. 


He retired to Lime Springs for his summer home and voting 
residence, but he spent the winters at Pasadena, Calif. He became 
especially interested in improved agriculture. He had farms in 
Iowa, Colorado and California. His favorite farm was the Oak 
Lawn farm in the Old Town where Robert Evans now lives, and 
was the old home of his wife’s grandfather. His home in Lime 
Springs was the house now owned by Vale Frost, to which home he 
had returned annually in his private car, for 25 or more of his last 
years as a railroad man. The people of Lime Springs always looked 
forward to the weeks that he spent here each summer, His pri- 
vate cars were switched onto a private sidetrack here. 


But with all his promotions he remained the same Bill Brown 
to his old friends... He did not even forget Les Moulton, the Old 
Town’s most humble citizen. He gave large funds in 1904 when 
the Lime Springs Methodist church was built, and he donated the 
pipe organ to the church. He ieft a large amount to the endow- 
ment fund of Pleasant Hill cemetery. 


He died at Pasadena, Calif., on Dec. 6th, 1924, and was brought 
back to be buried by the side of Mrs. Brown in Pleasant Hill cem- 


etery, at Lime Springs. 
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NOTES FROM ALUMNI AND 
TEACHERS 


Notes from a letter from Mrs. Hattie Johnson Sheldon (sister of 
A. R. Johnson) of Minneapolis, an early day pupil here and the 
Primary teacher from 1879 to 1883: 


“I started to school in 1872 in the old frame building which 
stood where the Wm. Miller brick house now stands. My first 
teacher was Hattie Cole Kellow from Cresco. Some of the other 
teachers I had were Emma Randolph from Milwaukee, Ella Ed- 
munds Turner from Chester; Howard Foot and Charlie Foot (prin- 
cipal) from Ohio, who were brothers-in-law of Freeling Van Leu- 
van (Charlie Foot later was a passenger conductor for many years 
between McGregor and Mason City); A. S. Benedict, principal. 


“In 1879 Nellie Rcberts (ater Mrs. Roger Owen) taught the 
intermediate room. From 1880 for about 3 years, Libby Smith- 
Wells (Mrs. Charlie Wells) taught the intermediate room. A. S. 
Benedict and John Dexter were principals when I taught. The 
teachers attended Institute in Cresco each spring, and the county 
superintendents were Fred Clark and W. H. Brocksome. 


*“About 1885, Cora Farrar (ater Mrs. Sam Hall) taught the 
Primary room, and Cora Johnson Lowry the intermediate about 
1886. 


“One of the Old Town teachers about that time was Ida Chees- 
boro Jones. 


“Among the pupils whom I taught were Henry Somsen, Steve 
Somsen, Madge Van Leuvan, Will Davis, Mary Anna Jones (Mrs. 
D. I. Davtes), Grace Williams Reed, Perle Johnson Kollman, Oscar 
Taraldson (deceased), Kitty Van Leuvan Welsh (deceased), Flora 
Nash, Mellie Hummell, Hitchcock twins, Allen S. Miller.” 


Notes from the letter of Carrie Thompson-Linderman, another 
early day pupil and Intermediate teacher here from 1889 to 1891: 


“T remember one teacher, Ella Reed, a tall 6 footer, because she 
boarded at our place. I remember the High School principal, John 
Dexter, the one-armed man; and H. E. Cole who had ambitions to 
be an actor, and afterwards became one. He used to entertain us 
Friday afternoons reciting and acting out poems and prose too. It 
was very exciting for me and I still can remember ‘In the City of 
Seville Years and Years Ago’. 

“Jeff Coats was a student when I was. He wore a long-tailed 
coat that had had two buttons on the back at one time, but then 
only had one. When he was reciting or embarrassed, he would grab 
that button and twist it around. That seemed to give him some 
sort of balance. So we girls decided to cut that button off, and 
see what would happen. Ill never forget his face when he reached 
behind and found it missing. 


“He even tried to look behind to see if it was really gone. When 
he came back the next day he had 2 buttons sewed on the back, and 
they were not alike. So we had another laugh.” 
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From Andrew E. Anderberg, shoe salesman in Chicago for Pirie, 
Scott & Co., and 1897 classmate at Lime Springs with compiler: 


“The nearest I have been to a doctor in all my life is to have 
two teeth extracted. Lime Springs surely was a healthy place in 
which to be born.” 


Extracts from a letter of Lyman Carpenter of Chicago, one of the 
speakers at the 1939 50th Alumni Re-Union at Lime Springs and 
member of 1912 class: 


“I am looking foiward to the next re-union. Am still amazed 
at the response to assemble the alumni. It is almost incredible that 
such a large percentage of us should have been at the 50th Re- 
RIT es 


“I may have been more impressed than some because, living 
here in this overgrown City of Chicago, I miss the friendly neigh- 
borliness and interest in each other that is so evident in small 
towns, and so nearly non-existent here. It makes one wonder if 
we can have peace and great cities at the same time. One’s atti- 
tude toward all men must be, to some extent, the result of his asso- 
ciations. If I do not know my neighbors. how can I love them?; 
if I do not love my neighbors, how can I love those who are far off 
and whom I never see? 


“But if one has been conditioned to neighborliness, then he can 
have the neighborly attitude toward those whom he does not know. 
Folks whom I do not know, speak to me on the street in Lime 
Springs. But that never occurs here, and if I tried it, the accosted 
individual would probably grab his wallet and skedaddle across the 
street.”
